After sperKling a while with Klaus 
Mane, discussing his vocal prob¬ 
lems, along come Herrnan Rarebeil 
and Rudolph Schanker for a chat 
about Soorpioris' activities sirrce 
they Iasi played in Briiain in Oclober 
1980 The drummor has the best 
oommarKl ol Ihe English language 
in the group, allhough tx^th Klaus 
and Rudi are becomirvg batter 
vefsod ih the lingo', doublless du^ 
Id the band's break-ihrpugh on the 
miemaiional ancuil. 

Klaus: "Ailer we finished touring in 
Englan»d we look a morilh'$ brenk 
before we slarted rehearsing and 
working oul songs for the new 
album.'We did all the backing Iracks 
in Ihe South ol France and avefy- 
thir^ was line, bul when we wenl 
back to Cologne and starrod work¬ 
ing on the vocal parts I toutMl lhal I 
had a real serious problem/ 
Herman: "When it happened, he 
to4d lha band ihai he h^id Id go to a 
doclDr in Germany and wa tnouohi 
he’d probably be aboui two months. 
6ul then ha had lo go and see a 
specialisl in Vienna and it all carried 
on monlh after rnonth/ 

Klaus: “The problem was that attet 
I had Ihe operation in April I wasn't 
allowed lo talk lor a tew weeks. And 
then the doctor said 'OK — go (c the 
studios — sing full power no 
pfOtilem$' So I wenl in‘ and tried to 
sing . . but there was no power — 
notningi I then went back to Ihe ho$- 
pllal and ihey found oul there was a 
pollup in my'throal coming out irom 
the first operation. Then I had to 
have anplher operation arid rt was 
the same ttiing where I waa not 
allowed Id talk afterwards. I had to 
sil around waldhing TV and playing 
games*" 

Hemnan: ^He wag having ro give us 
hand signs when he wanted some- 
thing!“ 

KIbus: That's true — and wh-an i 
wenl back into the studio lo lislen lo 
the lapes the olhers had done t had 
Iq wnle down my Domments on a 
place erf paper. Like 'This is greet' or 
This is f-~king shitV" 

While Klaus was suffering with 
his voioe, the rest of the band were 
getting on with the music for Ihe 
album. Apparently ttiey had an 
abundance of songs on tl^ir hands 
I asked when most erf Ihe writing 
had been done'? 

Rudolph: “When we finished tetir- 
ing. Normally I write on the road bul 
this time we were on tour so long 
thal I didn’t have much Irme." 
Heiman; *He had loo many black- 
oulsl" 

Rudolph: “Yeah, loo many black- 
oul5, lhat's right. The thing is that 
now we have $0 many friends 
around the wtwld that when we're 
louring there's not much time lo sit 
down and ihinh abwt writing, 5o 
when we got back to Germany, we 
were able to sft back a;nd think 
about all the expenonces we'd had.' 
Herman: ^For him (he poinis at 
Klaus) iis imporlanl to go on tho 
road, because that's where he gets 
all his inspirabon. For exarnpie. thpa 
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song 'Tbe Zoo' was inspired by 
being in Nejw York and going along 
42nd Streot.'" 

Klflua: “like lodey in Paris, when I 
went out shopping, I had Ihis great 
inspiration fef a new song. (He 
singe in mock Maurice Cbevaliei 
style} ‘OooQoh, Champs 
Elysees . 

&o where did the idea tor Ihe title 
'Blackout' como ffom? 

Rudolph; "ft was Herman's idea . . 

I had a problem in Cleveland*' 
Herman: "Ho had a praWemf You 
know whal ft was? No problem, he 
was iCHlaily out — he couldn:'l even 
talk arymora! So I said 'What you 
had was a blackout'." 

Rudolph: (htoting-my bemused ex¬ 
pression alaborales) Than I re¬ 
member whal I did in Cleveland — 
wilh poircamen and TVs!" 

Herman: Til tell you, because ho 
can't remember. He got so f-king 
drunk lhai he started doing things 
like putting wine in Ihe TV and then 
kicking ft over. Next Ihkig, he gol 
lost soinewnere in the lown. A 
policeman found him standing in 
front ol a store He ftiQughi he was 
going to break In and so'ne pointed 
a gun at him. Rudolph ihought ev- 
en^hing was OK but Ihq auy made 
him stand still end pul hi$ hands up. 
His wrfe was roally fqghtened — 
she though! he was going to shoot 
him. He was SO piSSOd that he didn't 
reaksu^ whal was going on." 

At this junclure we're interrupted 
by Pelef Mensoh who- inlorms the 
Soorps that Ihere are a 1ol of people 
outside wailing to leave. Herman r^ 
tods lhal he'll Be out In a imnulo. His 
manawr isn't quite so nonchalant. 
"PoopTo aren't hashing on the doof 


to see you Herman — they just wani 
lo- eatr The drummer promises thai 
we'll be oul shorVy. 

Rudolph: “So thal was Ihe siluation 
loff 'Blackout'. But now I think Ihe ti- 
Ife applies to a lol of Ihings and r\ot 
to$| whal happened lo me For 
Klaus wilh his voice and also the 
fact lhal the group has been away 
Ipf a while. Bul I think it was good 
tot us Id have this break. II made us 
more creative and I think wo'va 
dxrme up with Our besl album ever.'' 
Klaus; 'Aftor being on Ihe road lor 
50 long we agreed that we needed a 
cfoalive br#ak in order lo dh a hetier 
album than ‘Animal Magnetism'. 

The SoQrpipns Iheoiseives are 
convinced of this fact and before we 
left the Hippodrome they provided a 
bfief rasuiYto ol 'Blaokoul' 
Herman: "'Blackout' is a fasi one — 
a rocker — and ll makes a good 
[jpener. " 

Klaus: The nexi track Can't Live 
Without You' is a son^ abgul Ihe au¬ 
dience. I had Ihe idea Iasi year 
when we had lhi$ “blackout' and I 
realised ihat we can'E llva without 
iQuung and our audiences — or ll 
can also apply to a woman 'No-one 
like You' is about those times when 
you're on tour and you come back 
lo Ihe holel feeling kinely/ 
Herman; “'Give Me AIM Need is 
basically a story about a woman 
who gives you all you need and 
■[>ynamrte' speaks lor itself. 'Arizo¬ 
na’ — tha.t'5 just safying how much 
it's a crazy town, aveiythlng i^s crazy 
Ihere. 'China Whtto' is my favoorrte 
song on Ihe album ('Mine too' ~ 
adds Rudolph), ft's a really heavy 
song and i's all aboui the sttualkm 
aa it is right now in the world. Every- 


thiiig s up afHf down and nobody 
knows what's coming next. And 
finally 'When Smoke Is Going 
Down' is about that fee-ling on the 
road when Ihe $hgw pvOr." 

And so it's time for us to leave the 
gig. Our interview continues in the 
back of a car where I find myseii 
sandwiched between Schenker and 
Rarebeii. 

Rudi has had to play with Ihree 
different guiferksls owef the years 
and I wondefod how he leels their 
styles differ 

"Each one hag had hig own very 
diFfereriL style. OK, I cari say npw 
that my brother was the best ifial s 
my opinion — E mean jl I don't know 
my brolhef, then whal? But Ihe 
other two have both been good lo 
play with. Ulrich Rerih was very 
good and 1 now feel that Matthias is 
ekoellenl for Scorpions || wasn'l 
ea-sy tor Mallhias bul he'$ worked 
out really welf.‘ 

Rudolph then proceeds lo give a 
runHdown cri the evolvemenl of lh$ 
band with an album-by ^alburn 
analysis of Ihgir history. 

"I think lhal 'Lonesome Crow' was 
a very good album Tor us al the 
time." he recalls. “We did everything 
111 SIS days — all the recording and 
the mixing! 'Fly To The Rainbow' 
was a new $ilualion fpr us a$ Ulrich 
Rolh joined and wa tried lo make a 
new Ihingi. 'We didn't sell as man:y 
records but more people seemed to 
be interested In Trance’ was a new 
beginning. We m$l pur producer 
and after doing gigs outside Ger¬ 
many. our heads really began to 
think aboui Tock'n'roll. Virgin 
Killer' diid us a tot of go^ because 
of fta success in Japan, The people 
over Ihere re-ally picked up an ll and 
it brought us onto the intemalional 
market." 

Herman conlinoes: “Taken By 
Force" was the lirst album \ played 
on with the band, but il was still the 
old Scorptons basically. When I 
toined I had the feeling lhal Ihe 
band was divided between Ulrich 
Rerih and the olhers. To m# Ihe 
band neally slarted to worK as a unri 
after he left. The next one was Ihe 
live “Tokyo Tapes' and I leal lhal 
there's a lol ol energy on that. The 
playing is 50-50 — it could have 
been much better. I think the nexi 
one we do will be mind-blowing. 
Lovedrive' was the start pi a new 
era and we progressed with 'Animal 
M.^netism'." 

Going back to Ihe 'Lovednve' LP 
recalls a period when Michael 
Schenker rejoined Ihe band lempof- 
anly. However. Hefrnan ig loaihe to 
commenl loo much about lhal sub- 
fed. To talk about Michael is point¬ 
less," he memlaifkS. “He 1$ a gneai 
guitar player but to keep him in Ihe 
band ... I don't know how lo ex¬ 
plain this to you. It's impossible, bul 
say he plays in Paris with us tonighl 
and feels lomorrcw he should go lo 
Morocco because he needs five 
days off -- he'll go All I can really 
say is lhal he'$ a groat guitar player, 
Ekji It didn't really work oul.'" 

Finally I put rt to Ihe band thal 
Ihey look lo be thoroughly revital¬ 
ised after their Btackout' and that il 
shows in ihe live show where they 
appear to be enjoying tbemselves 
Rudolph agrees, ^ICe great lo be 
back oo the road. We like to have a 
good lime on stage and if tbe audi¬ 
ence see us goifig crazy, Ihen 
they'fl go crazy."

We'd spend days tocfced 
av^ay in Ihis darn in th& ooLintrYi 
sitting across a table from each 
other writing and throwing ideas 
back and t^h. Butin th« erKt I was 
vofV happy with the album and Tm 
very proud of i1.1 Ihink ii was 
delinitaly a forward for us and i 
feel it's almosl like the linst LP in a 
new series" 

Foreigner 4' was ot course 
produo^ by Mutt' Langa, who was 
clearly wry instrumenlal in giving 
ihe band tbai total sound which te 
ewKienced on me final producl. How 
mucm of an ir>f1uerKe was Mutt in 
Ihe actual recording? 

Miok: “It's probably Ibe best 
e>{t>efienc* I've had worthing with 
someone so tar. n wes very heavy 
beEween us at lirnes and we were 
constantly challenging each other. 
He's very slraightforward ihwgh, 
no butl^it.. and he really wanted to 
help us make a uemerxJQUs album. 
W^e didn'l really have aigumenls bul 
sorrwtimes you could have cut the 
air with a knifel 

“When he came in we'd been 
rehearsing for a while and then we 
took a break to sort things out wHtiin 
the group. Half Ihe songs were 
adjusled and changed around a bit 

— they were sb^apin a bit differenlly 
and some of Ihe weak parls were 
re-writtah. I think the reason lhat the 
maleiial wasn't quite togelher was 
lhal my heart wei^n't reijly in il that 
much. Thai's why the decision 
abbul Ihe persorwiei change caime 
atxsul. It just wasn't ccmlortable 
anymore — the crsative ideas had 
gone. I knew I h^ lo lake tare cl 
certain things within Ihe bafid, 
which weren't anything to do with 
Mutt. And so we look Inal break 
before geTling Ihlngs going again.' 

Once Mick had -^esoived 
Foreigner's miemei problems he 
was able lo concentrate on working 
on the LP. However there wes still a 
good deal of work ahead as Mutt 
and Mick sought perfedion. 

Looking back on the ordeel Joooc 
commenls: "Working with Mutt was 
a very challenging thing to go 
■m rough. 

'Whelher we'll be working with 
Mull on the nexi record I wn t really 
say al The moment. I don 't know 
whal his schedule is and i hauenl 
lealfy though! aboui whenwe'il be 
goir>g info the sludies — it'll 
probably be sometime towards the 
erwl of Ihe year. I like to keep my 
mir>d open ^bout things like that. I 
gu^is the next album tha! comes 
out will be a greatest hits package 

— ihere mignl be one or two live 
tracks on it as well Thani give u$ a 
bit of breathintg space-" 

In the meanlime, Foneigner can 
reap Ihe benefits ol their hard work 
in the studios. They ve now been on 
the road since last August, when 
they kicked off the 'Fofeigner 4' lour 
in Fufope. In faci rt was at the end of 
that rnonth when Ihey came to 
England lor iwo their first since 
the Reading Festival^ London 
and Birmingham. To be quite 
honesl, their Hammersmith Odeon

“I'd neally like to come back and 
lour Brilain ^Dperly — I mean, all 
we’ve done in the pasl tour years 
has been Reading.

Aitbough Foreignof haven't 
appeared on this skJe of Ihe Atlarrtic 
much. Mick Jones slill likae to return 
to his native country whenever 
possible One susp^s Ihpt his next 
visit will probably coincide with a 
festival gig tor the band, however 
figlhing has b«en confirmed at lhi$ 
stage. "Over Ihe nexi few monihs 
Foreigner will be gigging in the 
Slalos and Mick will obvtou&ly have 
to start IhinkirYg aboui the next 
album.

A recording deal with dot (and this band ain't gonna 
be another ELO tax write otTf) and a major tour as 
support to Sabbath (free an' all) meant that the 
Marquee w^re lurced to swallow lhair pride arH] invite 
720 back. The packed house completed the egg on 
face' syndrome end il beceme apparent to all and 
sundry that this band are going places.

Grand PriK aron't asking for 
sympaihy (bough — all they need is 
an even break. Al lhi$ rnpmpnl in 
time all they want to do is go oul and 
work Hcwever, wilb no financial 
backing irom their recoid company 
for the next few months their 
F^dSiticn is uncomlprtahle, ip say Ihe 
least. Indeed, rt now seems ironic: 
that when they lirst surfaced on Ihe 
SLXfrie at the 19BD Reading Festival 
Grand Pnx were almosl 'hyped' by 
rCa. They arrived at the lestival in 
a t^et of limousines and during 1he 
afternoon ihe press were 
ontprlained in e special RCA tent. 
This was Grand Pnx‘s showcase 
gig. but sadly it dkJ ihem a lot more 
harm lhan grpod- 


'Thal gig al Reading put us hack 
abpul six months, assesses Ralph. 
“All the press seemad lo write about 
was what our hamburgers te.'^ied 
like* We wpuld have much preferred 
somelhiog relevani.

Yes folks, I'm nol 
ashamed lo admit thal I quite 
enjoyed Ibeir Reading perlpf marcei 
However, over the ensuing months 
Grand Pnx. who bad clearly shown 
that they b^ learnings towards irue 
hard rock audiences, found 
Ibomselves on some sfrange lours, 
"Oh yes, wa played lo a lot oi 
mums and dads,'' jests Phil Lanzon 
recalling the band's outing with 
Caravan. 

My next live encounter with the 
tads. caiTie dun rig Ibeir messrve 
Euro-lrek with Manfred Mann's 
E anb band ib at look place al the 
beginning Of 1991. Their gig a1 the 
Pans Pavillion was an anterlaining 
evenb but talk mg to Ihem 
alierward^ if wa& doar Ihet npt all 
was well wilhin Ihe line-up. At thal 
point, theif singer was Bernie Shaw 
(now with Praying MarfrsJ and Ihe 
other four mcfnt>ere of the group 
didn't seem hao(?y with the way he 
wa£ fronting them.

"He wasn't really progressing 
along the same lines as us,^ 
explains Col. Lanzon in true 
diplomatic style.

“The actual recording only took 
about five weeks.’ states Phit, “and 
the bulk of (he time we5 spent 
pnixing.

Sammy Hagar. One musi not forgel 
thel this was Iheir FirSi proper Ouling 
in front o1 a real rock audience 
Accordi ng lo Robin: 11 th e restclion 
on the Hagar tour i$anything tq go 
by. iheo we're deftnileiy looking 
Icirward IQ hillinQ Britain agam.^ 

In the past, it has often been 
stated that Grand Prix's material 
leans heavily iqwards the American 
radio sound and I was sutpHsed to 
learn that the Amencan company 
have decided nqi to release their 
Iwo aIhufYis m the Slates. How does 
Ihe band Feel about the relerences 
to the US style in (hair mu$jc. 

Phil: "As (ve said in interviews 
time and lime again, ii'g not thal we 
go qut of qur way to wf ile songs like 
Americafi bands. They haven t got 
any bollocks — il's o^i ty British 
bands ftiat seem to have that heavy 
bottom end. If there are any 
similarities in our music to US 
bands il‘s not mtentlonaf. I think 
people are gradually realising that 
we are a giraigtitTorwnrd 
down-1o-earth bunch.

By ibiis time Vardis bad dropped 
the 'Quo' for obvious reasons and 
ampigyed C3ary Pearson on drums. 
He added a tuller, punchier sound 
to a band whose approach d( lighi, 
raunctly rock'n 'roll sCHCed wilti a 
heavy dash of melal — soon 
prompted London based Logo 
records to snap Ihem up. Their 
debulalbum, entitled 'l oo MPH' (dp 
I hear ‘Deja vu'anyone?), was 
quickly recorded and put in the 
shops Being a (ive LP it was jusL a 
case ol sal up and switch on the 
tape. 

“'Veah it was sod of easy to 
record, granted, but we put out a 
five album because everyone fell 
lhal Vflfritg were really in Iheir 
elemeni on stage. The Fans who 
bought it gol exactly whal they 
expecied ol the bard — a good fasi 
LOUD rock'n'roll sal. We thought it 
was the best way to inlroduca 
Varrii^. In lact (he live a^ct hung 
over tlM tho nejtt album iW World's 
InsaoeV It was actually recorded bn 
the sludio but we iried hard to make 
il sound as energelic possible 
and mosi people thinic The WorhJ's 
Insane' is closer to a live sound tti^in 
a studio without losing the tenefitfi 
or recording in a gooJstudio. 

Vardis have recently released a

Vardis arc all rourxl or 
about thoir early twenties and like 
myseM grew Up in a musicat dimale 
of mi[J-sE3venines power pop glam 
glory. Surs it was con.sidored hip to 
be inio Yes, Zep. Floyd, even 
Focus, but really we were all eecret 
Slade freaks or closet Bolan clones 
— as Steve Zodiac points out with 
gusto. 

“I got a lot ol stick at school for 
boing a T.Hex Ian but I stilt reckon 
Marc Bolan was the groatesi rocker 
that ever tived He had everything 
necessary tor success; greal songs, 
enough power not lo bo considef ed 
wet and an image lhai was totatly 
original.’ 

So an interesting start but whal 
strikes me immediaiely is the 
iransibon from aporng Bolan m tronl 
of The bedroom mirror, tennis racket 
at al, to bpmq the Ronnie Van Zani 
of HM with a oand that at first listen 
seem to Fiave as much in common 
with Botan's mob as Maggie has 
with unde Ken. 

"il'$ all rock'n'roll don't forget. 1£ 
bars or whatever, the only roal 
ditterence is 'm guilar styles. But 
essentially, T.HeK and other bands 
around at the lime just did whal 
most bands slill do — hit Ihe 
audiance wrth a test exciiing 
rock'n'roll set. I know Vardis don't 
exactly sound like T Rex but when I 
say influence I really mean that rt 
was because of Bolan that Vardis 
esrist loday."

"When I first heard 'Get It On' and 
JeepSter' I hFid np oplipn but to 
rush out and get the album ('Electric 
Warrior’) that they both appeared 
on. One play and I knew what I was 
gorina do for a living.

When I {ettad over to Sydney to 
tmek Ihe newi to Angry, their 
sertuthcmal lead aingerp ha waa 
eo delighted he Inunedlai^y 
dragged me olf for a night of 
boozen bird# and violence in the 
efewa of the city, while tie 
revealed hie philoaophy of life 
along the way. 

Th# truth le more mundane. We 
talked by the miraole of 
Inter-continental lalaphone. hut 
even al a diftance of hah the 
globe away^ Angry counded like 
a good mala, and tha lort of 
bloke you'd Hke to have on your 
aide if attacked by a gang of 
rampeglng aheap ehearera, And 
the mtimkoaling moniter who hae 
won the hearta and mlnde of 
BHialn'e rockera, la noi an 
Incoherent bully l>ut a min of wit 
and perception. 

Htm did Angry feel about Rose 
Tattoo doing eo well m the poll? 

''Fanteatlc man. We never 
thought we'd get a reaction like 
Ihatr Whan you think none ot ue 
had ever been out of Australia 
befcfe, when we firat came to 
Britain. So ahhough wt've been

going sincid; 1 977. w«r^ a 
totally new ban^ there. We were 
re-ally blown away by itie 
receplion and at first wo thought 
we'd have to slog for a ooyple of 
years before we were even 
noticed? There Is a kind of beasi 
pr excitement on fhpw islpn^^, 
and the kids are tiol &q much 
aggressive 95 loyal. There was a 
warm leeling that I'M never 
forget.^ 

Angry explained that the band 
had been silting round a 
barbecue reminiscing about their 
trip Ip England pnd tl^y now 
regard il as home and wani to get 
back as soon as possible. '^Bul 
we had a whole string of 
problems. I had to cui short the 
trip IP England and come back to 
Sydney tP smi put some 
personal problems. And now 
Robin Hi ley, our new guitar 
pl-ayor has broken his arm on his 
motorcycle.'" 

Hobln hH a concrete car park 
ramp when the throttle cable on 
his bike stuck and now the 
Tattoos nsjEt album will be 
delayed until July. While Robin Is 
out ot actiofip they will be using a 
stand in guitarist, at loa:St tor 
making demos. Angry would n t 
be drawn about his "personal 
problems' but It rneam he 
couldn’t re join the group svhen 
they w#rO In Eurppie last 
Christmas, and then the bad 
weather closed In. 

Angry was not going tp say 
much about departing Michael 
Cocks either except to point out 
thal he didn't write any of the 
lyrics. "'Only the tunes. I write all 
the lyrlcS- 

"^Robln Is a far bener guitarist 
anyway. He's very young and 
exuberant, and has a strpng 
personality. His playing Is very 
bluesy and with Peter (Wells) on 
slide guitar^ IhSre Is a whole new 
upsurge In the band. I think ll^s 
the bast line up we've ever had." 

R ose Tattoo agree they are 
rot really a heavy metal 
mob. but more o1 a traditional 
rock n' roll outfit. ‘It'a very 
strange. ¥7hen we were first 
formed. It was Just prior to Ihe 
new wave thing, about six years 
agp. When we cpme put and 
Started playing people didn't 
know wnal category to pul us In. 
So we were like ‘Australian new 
wave.' We got a big following but 
we couldn't sincerely identify 
with punk. We re not a new wave 
band, we're rock'nYolL but we 
like to play a lot harder and faster 
than most rockers." 

[>espite Angry's aggressive 
appearance — frightening tq Ihe 
uninlllatcd — he Is a warm 
hearted and articulate rnan, 
keenly ObSErvanf and aware Of 
people artd his surrounding. But 
didn't hi? machq baldness arid 
tattoos present a cha I lenge to 
others? '"We do have some 
problems, paiiicuiarly in 
Australia which is a very male 
orientated society. If you present 
a very Strang male image and 
people want to find out 'Well how 
tough are you?' If people really 
want to light, then we ll belt ’em." 



But I got Ihe Impression Angry 
would be happier talking to 
people than fighting them. He 
explained that there had even 
been a traditio-n qf skinheads In 
Australia. 

"There are lots of skinheads 
here. When rl first happened in 
England^ It came to Ausiraiia as 
well in the sixties. Where t come 
frOfti ih Melbourne there were 
street gangs called Sharpies who 
were opposed to long hair, but 
were very sharp dressers. I 
suppose they were like the Mods, 
very fashionable arvd ultra viglet- 
Then the Sharpies and the 
skinheads amslgamatedr I went 
Ihrough ah of that perbod. I u&ed 
to be a Mod with long halrP' 

Angry ?ay? he comes from a 
strongly working class area and 
It was the kind o1 society he 
identified with most He worked 
on the railways and as a labourer, 
but singing was the career be has 
pursued since he left school. 

"Out I couldn't make sir^glng pay. 
Nothing changes! I feel lazy It I 
have loo much tln>s on the road 
for holidays. We always want to 
get back tq work." 

But at least a holiday gives 
Angry a chance to increa se Ihe 
amount ql tattoo work that is 
slowly engulfing his body. 

Angry 's tattoos are an 
extraordinary spectacle — not 
just a heart and 'Mum & Dad' on 
kneecaps, hut a great writhing 
tapestry of colours and designs 
all over his arms and torso. Mis 
friend Tqny Cohen is the tallooist 
responelbfe and once a year he 
goes over to see him, rather Nke 
you or I would have some dental 
work done. 

‘'Listen, no one gels into the 
group unless they nave a tattoo," 
says Angry. “I want to gel some 
mqre done wheri we go to 
America. I gel a lot of line work 
done first, then get 'em coloured 
in. It upsets the system fgr a 
couple of days anerwards, and 
takes a while for the skin to heal 
and the scabs to fall off- H takes 
about two weeks to heal. Aher all 
that needle Is going Into your 
skin about 1 2D0 times a minuteT"

"T was going bald so I shaved h 
alt otfr I can'I stand to do 
anything In half measures. 
ActuaMy I wasn't going 
completely bald, but It was 
receding a bit. I have to go aN the 
wayr" Normally Angry shaves his 
head! every day — just to keep up 
appearances. But at Christmas 
he allowed nature to take its 
course and Suddenly found 
himself equipped with s 
complete Mead ol hair and; a 
beard and moustac he to metch. 
He was living on one of those 
Idyllic Australian beoches at the 
time, with no one to see him. But 
when he saw himself in a mirror, 
it was e disturbing experience tq 
see a compiele stranger. 

^'For shaving and the tattpqs is 
part of a complete Involvement 
with Ihe band and rock'n’roll, h 
has to he a total commitment. I've 
been bald for a long time now, 
but Ihero are several haidtes 
about now, like the guy in Classix 
Nouveau, and Buster 
Bloodvossei- There's quite o few 
in London, and I'd Mke to meet 
old Buster. He seems Mke a real 
charaplor. I noticed that in 
London nobody bothered me 
about being a haldle. "We went 
into a great pub In Paddington 
and got talking to the old guys In 
there, and they didn’t mind what 
we looked Mke- 

“As I said you couldn't get In 
this group without being tattooed 
and aM of us have been laltooed 
since we were teenagers. 
Oecause the band is called Rose 
Tattoo II gave us an incentive lo 
go further and furthier. The rrame 
is a deliberate contrast — 
between the Rose, the most 
delicate flower with a beautiful 
fragrance, and the Tattoo, which 
has a slfonqly masculine sort of 
reputation that you associate 
with sailors, bikers and lunatics. '‘ 

The group are famous for their 
songs Ti ke th e narrative "The 
Butcher & Fast Eddy' and the 
tragic tale cf 'Assault ^ Battery' 
ofi the Last album. Angry is keen 
to emphasise that those are 
b«5ed on real people and 
Incldenta, and told hew a frtend 
of his had gone to prison for 


Irying fo rescue a girt from rape 
by a gang, which led to a long 
running violent feud. Angry is 
obsessed by the processes of 
law, ordor and crime. "A lot of 
people think we are promoting 
and condening violence- But that 
is entirely the opposito of what 
we are trying to do. I'm saying we 
should look at what is a big 
problern. Violence Is a dally 
occurrence, and rt won't go away 
If you Ignore It. we just want 
peop^ to think about It^ but I 
always say durir^g a show 'donT 
let it happen here.’I suppose It is 
a bif of a cliche but Rose Tattoo 
music I.S a sign of the f Imes and 
we are reflecting what's going on 
in the world. 


T he Clash speak for the 
Kfjple In a political way. 
Rose Tattoo aren 't committed to 
polhlccl change, but we are 
concerned about the things that 
go on, like Australia is having 
inflatlqn andunemploymervi, and 
the Government doesn't know 
whal it's doing, just like It Is in 
England. The boom days are over 
hero! ’The songs we write about 
violence come from living in a 
violent society. You can't beMttle 
that. I Mved in London during the 
riols, and a lof of people here In 
Austrelie ask me what it was Mke. 
But I fell very strsfiqe about it all. 

I was emoflorrally afteded. even 
in I didn't understand it all, i've 
written a couple of sengs about 
H. If you repress people they vrill 
llghi to survive. Bui I don't want 
lo sound hke a revolutionary. I 
shall have to curb my passionV' 
Angry was most upset when 
the band were wandering about 
Hyde Park, near the Serpentine al 
lam when they met a kid from up 
north who was Out of a ioh. When 
ho discovered they were 
Australians he started abusing 
thorn for boing rich young 
tourists. Angry had to explain 
they were just a rOC-k group, 
working for iheir Mving. Bui il left 
Anderson shocked at the anger 
of the unemployed and hopeless. 
Tho working title of the song that 
was born out of this encounter i$ 
'Come On Boys, Make A Stand'. 
For Rose Tattoo. England in the 
eighties was i ike aeeing an Old 
documontary film of Ihe thirties. 

Rose Tattoo will continue 
working on their next LP follow 
up to 'Rock'n’RoM Outlaws' and 
Assault & Battery', and h will 
probably be called 'Scarred For 
Life' which wMI represent a 
change In musical policy for Ihe 
band . Does this mean I hey are 
going Into laid back Wesi Coast 
fpqk? No by change'. Angry 
Anderson means even MORE 
aggression. "We would like to let 
people know we can play 
dliferent things, but I think the 
music will be even tougher. It's 
gonna be a BRUTAL. SAVAGE 
albumr Laughlef echoed eerily 
above fhe plonel as Angry 
Anderson's voice beamed up via 
satellite from Sydney to London. 

"Heatly we're a rock'n'roll 
band, the last in the old trardltion. 

I 'd say there is only one band 
better than us now — and that's 
tho Rolling Slones.'^ 
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L A'S MOTLEY Criie aside, 
it's the Canadian quartet 
Anvil whoVe made the 
greatest import impact on 
Britain over the past few 
months Hard 'n' Heavy', ihe 
Toronto-based outfit's debut 
album for Attic Records 
{who also handle Triumph 
and Gcxldo) pulled no 
pufKhes throughout, from 
the statement of intent made 
by a record sleeve which 
features a lethal hammer 
striking the heavy metal of 
an anvif (surprise, surprise!), 
light through to the 
outrageous sexual bravado 
of every lyric, 

Amazingly. Anvil's music 
matches the image — twavy as hell 
with a tjouch ol A cOfnpanscn 
with the supeiwr NWOBHM bands 
springs ttj mind and tha albUffP is 
well wofth lalcning on to. itiMS. l was 
indeed laken abecN to heaf the 
hi$torY ot Ihat disc hofn the Nps of 
Lips. Anvil's lead guitarist and 
vocB^iat, when I challed to him via a 
trans;atlantlc phoh^ liok. 

"The band fifstcame logathef 
flhout lour years ago f'd Known 
Root} (Reinef — drumrmr and bgnd 
leader) since we ware both kids in 
Tofooto, and I've been pHaying 10 
various ba^ bands with hirri fof 10 
years. Dave (APlisoo - fhylhin 
gufitarist-vocelisT) joined up with us 


I through an ad in the papef and Ian 
I (Dickson — bassisl) was lound in $ 
f r^ansal hall in Toronto. It was in 
thal hall, used by all of Toronto's 
^ bands Irgm Rush to Jge Blow And

S OMEHOW OR oUier Ihe Molmhead creyfr 
havegol a repulaliDn lor being a tMjnch of 
boios. Whicih we re- not. We re all pratly 
crazy and gp over ths lop occasionally, but we 
woiildp'l be working with Motortieed if we didn'i 
They re iu$1 the sarne. A tour with Motorhead can 
be just like a kiddies ouling — complete may hem. 
But underneath ttie medness we re all 
perlecljoni$l$ of a sort. 

“My particular job is to look after Eddie's guitars 
aod amps and be at hand lo tis anylh™ gise 
aiecincai trial may have gore wrong. Thai means 
ths lirst thing I do when we arrive afa gig is set up 
a worlcshop and 1hen I spend Itie whole day until 
soundcheck lime slaving away wilh the sofdefing 
iron patching up everylhing from the effects 
pedals to one ol fhe PA amp$. 

“I'm also m charge ol all the spares we cany on 
Ehs road and Ihat's a constant bailie trying to 
make do on a very limited budget. Molorhead 
always spend so much money on their lour 
production — which means Ihe lighting and Ihe 
$1age mlB (like ihe Bomher) — Uiefe is never 
quile enough loft over to keep the backline amps 
and speakers and 'eads in tiptop condition, it 
doesn t make my any easier bul it's something 
you come to live with. 

’Or>ce the show begins then I'm at my post, 
slage leH behind ihe am^ with my eyes glued on 
Eddra. If he dreafts a siring or goes ool of lune 
lhen I have io be there wilnin seconds lo help him 
oul . II '£ the sarm If anything goes w rang with his 
amp I always have a spare' one set up for him 
and I can swap them round lOf him now quiokly 
he sometimes doasn'E realise himseff lhal 
anything's amiss. I have to be realty on the case 
and loqelher because il l foul up then my ipb's 
gone. M's no use going into the dressing room 
aflerwards and saying ■ Sony aboufi that. man. I 
wasn't walching. I was a bil out of my head, you 
hriow^ You have lo be absolutely dependable and 
deliver the goods every |irT>e becnuse the band's 
reputation >relie$ upon it. 

“I used to do the same job for Bnan Robertson 
in Thin Lizzy before I joined Motortiead? three 
years ago Lddio is very cooscieritious about his 
sound loo Bui unliko Brian he doesn'l always 
know how to gel it and hs looks to me to help him 
Og1. He goosTof quilo a strange sound. He ^ikos it 
very loppy and'very dirty, which is an unusual, 
tricky combination. Ag o result he gets into 
horrendous Feedback prabtems. Tne only pick-up 
that wilt give him the bite he wants is DiMarzio but 
unforlunatefy it hits a smalil peak al exactly the 
same lone freciuenoy Eddie likos so it rosonales 
and feeds back like hell' I ve finally found one 


pick-up that doesn't do that but I've got a whole 
box pi them -which we u$ed only once pr Iwice ar>d 
then thrashed because they weren t good enough 
and didn’t get the sound he wanted. 

* ve been working on his second guitar too. On 
Ihe 'Ace 01 Spades' tour he was using a 
^ender Stralocaster ag hi$ mam guitar and 
oarned a Las Paul as a spare. The rnomeni he 
went oul of tune^— or I thought he went pul of 
lune — I'd rush pn wllh the Les Paul. Bul the 
gtnng lenglTis are diffefeni on Ihe two guitars. 
wtiidFi made il confusing to play when I kept 
swapping ihem over. So we decided to ditch the 
Les Paul and get a Slrat as a spare. 

"Believe il or not it was heir 5 own | 0 b iq get 
another Slral that not only looked the sama as the 
one he al ready had bul pfayed ihe same and 
sounded Ihe same loo. 'TTere was far more lo il 
then simply fitting identical p#ck-ups and silling 
down with a micrometer lo make sure the action 
was the same too. Every guilar has lls own 
character, you see^ and Ihe only way you'll get 
two pretty nearly Idenlical lo each other is il 
they've bolh corne oH the same production line ori 
the same day with consacutiva serial numbers. 

"Bul Eddie's pretty Flexible compared wrth 
Lemmy He's had thp same stage gear now for 
almosl 15 years, and he refuses to play anyihir^ 
else! His old Hickentacker bass has finaHy given 
up the ghosl and won't $tay In tune any more. So 
I'm having it rebuilt. fJormally you'd expect lo 
scrap ths Iretboard and keep Ihe neck^ But even 
Ihoiigh Lemmy'$ frelboard is worn almost flat he's 
1 allei> in love with it so we ll have lo tailor the new 
neck around il 

''In realily Ihough Lemmy isn'l a purist when il 
comes to the bass. The fact is he isn't really a 
bass player but more of a frustrated rhylhm 
guilari$t and he plays that way too. It's one otthe 
reasons why Molorhead often sound more like a 
five piece band ar>d not a ino. They else have to 
be lhe only barKi where Lt a vocal sounds lower 
than tha bass. 

■"Nofmally you'd pxpect lo hear ihe vocals 
comiing out of the horns in Ihe PA stack and the 
bass c'omiog oul of the lower mid or bass bins. 

Not Mtrtorhead. Lemmy's bass is so stfingry' it 
comes out of the boms while everybody knows 
how deep and growlir^ his vokce is, The only 
band to compere them with ps tha Pink Fairies 
wrtb Larry Wallis — but lhal was years ago. 

'They don'i actually play very loudly. Compared 
with a lol of oiher bands they don't carry muct^ ol 
a bachlme Lemmy uses one, maybe two Marshall 
stacks and Eddie uses two or ihree, depending on 
the s>ize ol the gig. But Ihey have an enormous 
amount of volume coming at them through Itio 
monilots. Ths sidetilLs knock out something like 
5000 walls — which is about Ihe same size as lhe 
whole PA in a club like the Marquee — so Ihers’s 
no hope al all ol working up a good vooal mix 
because the vocal mikes are prying up so mL>ch 
of the band you r^n’t get any separation et aN

slock — and that was ocwnpurKl by whal the 
j^peekers could actually handle nol by the 
theoretical output of all Ihe amps added together. 
At the Hammersmith Odeon le^i time I think we 
u^ed bO separate airtpUkers on the PA end they 
gave us something like 2-1,500 watts People like 
ACDC claim lo htavg more ppwerlul PAs but "we 
calculate that if they aclually had 35,000 walls, 
like they say. lhen every single speaker in their 
syslem would have to be hendlir^ 400 walls, and 
that is Simply nol possible. 

“ Il takes about 10 hours lo sel up for a 
Motorhaad gig although we did ii once in Ireland 
in under three. normalty arrive al the venue 
between fl.OOam and 10.00am and because 
everyt?o(ty is still recovenr^g tiom Itie nighi tjelore 
we don't work too fast. But we like lo make sure 
everything is done properly Taking it down is 
differenl though. 

“I think Motorhead's crew hokis the record for 
stripping a stage and filling two articulaied lorries 
54 minuies irpm the mcmeril the band came off 
$lage lo the momefit we shut tbe doors on tha last 
truck. The thing is that ih^ee hou r^ spent loading 
out IS two hours wasled dnnkjing hme. Or il you're 
one of Ihe drivers and you've gol an overnight trip 
in Front o^ you il means hwo hours wasted driving 
time. So it rtobody works very hard al load-in 
everybody chips in at Ihe end of the evening. 

■^e rarely stay in hotels, basically because 
there's ncf a lot ol point checking in sonriewhers ai 
one o'clock in the morning if you ve oniy got to get 
up again at live to drive two hundred miles to the 
nSxl giq. So we usually live on the bus which hSci 
bunks for everybody in the crew. It does get 
boring arter a bM. You come out cl the show, get 
on th^ bus, get washed, ^0 to sleep and wake up 
oulside a big concreie building, load in. do ihe 
^ow, luad out. back on the bus and wake up in 
front of another big concreie building. And you 
don't tend lo sleep very much either. 

freaked out one driver on a European tour 
because he couldn't believe that none ol us had 
actual^ rane lo bed for 10 days! So all lhat 'No 
Sleep Tiff Hnmrneramith' business i$ basically 
true. Except lhat the phrase was firsi coined a 
couple of years back on a No Sleep Till Germany’ 
French four. 

"When il comes down to it. it's a job like any 
olhof. and it certainly isn t glamorous It can p*ay
